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Multi-million pound medical facility to revolutionise Shoeburyness 

NEW CENTRE 
FOR HEALTH

A NEW multi-million pound 
health centre is to be developed 
within Shoebury Garrison. 

Following an assessment of 
potential locations by residents 
associations, experts from the NHS 
and partners, a vacant plot of land 
opposite Hinguar Primary School 
in New Garrison Road was select¬ 
ed for the site. 

A spokesman for Southend 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG), which has drawn up the 


proposals, said that the site was the 
only one large enough for the scale 
of the planned development. 

Melanie Craig, CCG chief offi¬ 
cer, said: “There is a great need 
for a new health centre in 
Shoeburyness and I am very 
pleased that by identifying a 
preferred site we have now brought 
this development another step 
closer. 

“We have been discussing these 
plans with local residents and ward 
councillors since last year, and I 
am extremely grateful for their 
time and input throughout. 


“The team tasked with agreeing 
the preferred site included repre¬ 
sentatives from both residents’ 
associations, and it agreed the land 
at New Garrison Road was the best 
option. I look forward to continu¬ 
ing to work with the community as 
we move this project forward.” 

The two practices operating from 
the current Shoebury Health 
Centre will move into the new 
building when it opens. 

The NHS will discuss with other 
practices about the opportunity to 
relocate to the new building, and 
will work with residents to see 


what other health and social care 
services might be delivered from 
the centre. 

The CCG is now working on the 
business case and there will be a 
further update at its public govern¬ 
ing body meeting in October. 

Harry Chandler, Shoeburyness 
Residents’ Association chair, said: 
“I am delighted that at last real 
progress is being made to provide 
the people of Shoeburyness with a 
comprehensive and accessible 
health centre, in line with the 
others that have been built in the 
borough.”

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Woman found 
locked inside 
shop she robbed 
drinking vodka 


A WOMAN has been jailed for two 
years after she locked herself inside 
the convenience store she had just 
robbed and began drinking vodka. 

Justine Roberts, 41, of East Street, 
Southend, was arrested when police 
arrived and found her inside the East 
Street Convenience Store. 

Minutes earlier she had entered the 
store, threatened a male cashier with a 
12-inch kitchen knife and ordered him 
to hand over cash and alcohol. 

She “helped herself” to a bottle of 


vodka, cigarettes and a two-figure 
sum of cash from the till. 

When the victim left the store, she 
remained inside, locked the doors and 
began drinking the vodka. 

The cashier, a man in his 30s from 
the Southend area, flagged down a 
passing car and asked the driver to 
call the police. 

A force spokesman said: “Officers 
arrived to find Roberts inside the 
store drinking vodka. 

“She was arrested on suspicion of 


robbery and later charged.” 

Roberts pleaded guilty at Basildon 
Crown Court last week and was sen¬ 
tenced to two years and four months 
in prison. 

She was also ordered to pay a £120 
victim surcharge. 

DC Andy Coles, of Southend CID, 
said: “Justine Roberts went to the con¬ 
venience store that day having 
planned what she was going to do. 

“She wore a beanie hat, which she 
pulled down over her eyes in an

attempt to disguise her face, and took 
a kitchen knife from home, with 
which to threaten the shop assistant. 

“The assistant was unharmed but 
left extremely shaken by this incident. 

“I hope Roberts’s time behind bars 
gives her time to think about the con¬ 
sequences of her actions.” 


Biker in 
hospital 
after crash 

POLICE are appealing for witnesses 
following a serious road collision on 
the A127 in Southend. 

The crash was in Prince Avenue just 
after 9pm on Tuesday, August 16. 

A 48-year-old man riding an orange 
Suzuki motorbike suffered serious 
injuries and remains in the Royal 
London Hospital. 

A black Mercedes is believed to 
have been involved in the collision. 

Two men - aged 20 and 28 - plus a 
a 42-year-old woman, all from 
Southend, were arrested on suspicion 
of driving offences and for failing to 
stop at the scene of a collision. 

They have been bailed pending fur¬ 
ther police enquiries until Sunday, 
October 9. 

Police particularly want to speak to 
the driver of a white van who may 
have witnessed the collision.

Drug dealers locked up after being 
busted with crack cocaine and heroin

TWO drug dealers have been put 
behind bars for a total of more than 
five years. 

Maxwell Phair, 20, and Daryl 
Brown, 51, were arrested after officers 
from Operation Raptor executed a 
warrant at an address in Hay gate 
Avenue, Southend, on May 18. 

Thirty-nine wraps of class A drugs, 
16 of heroin and 23 of crack cocaine, 
were seized. 

Phair, of Rochford Road, Southend, 
was charged with three counts of 
being concerned in the supply of hero¬ 
in and three of being concerned in the 
supply of cocaine. 

Daryl Brown, 51, of Kursaal Way, 
Southend, was charged with two 


counts of being concerned in the sup¬ 
ply of heroin and being concerned in 
the supply of cocaine. 

Both admitted all the offences and 
were sentenced at Basildon Crown 
Court on Thursday, August 18. 

Phair was given three years and four 
months in a young offenders’ institu¬ 
tion and made the subject of a five- 
year Criminal Behaviour Order 
(CBO). Brown was jailed for two 
years and four months and also made 
the subject of a five-year CBO. 

The orders ban them from contact¬ 
ing each other and possessing more 
than one mobile phone. 

Detective Constable Deborah 
Williams, from the serious and organ¬ 


ised crime unit, said: “Phair and 
Brown have been brought to justice as 
a result of CID and the Operation 
Raptor Team in the South LPA work¬ 
ing together. 

“Drug dealing ruins lives and 
impacts on the community. 

“I hope this case helps to reassure 
residents that we are not ignoring the 
issue and will continue to work to 
bring to justice those who deal drugs 
in Essex. 

“Much of our work is intelligence 
led so we would ask anyone with 
information about drug dealing where 
the live to tell us by calling 101 or 
passing the information anonymously 
to Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.”

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A-level results leave 
Essex top of the class 

STUDENTS from across south Essex 
collected their A-level results last 
Thursday, August 19th. 

Teens from South Essex College’s 
campuses in Southend, Basildon and 
Thurrock visited its Luker Road build¬ 
ing from 9am to learn their fate. 

The college secured an overall 96 per 
cent pass rate. 

Principal Angela O’Donoghue CBE 
said: “We’re really pleased with our 
results, with a huge proportion of stu¬ 
dents securing places at their chosen 
universities.” 

Two other local colleges - Palmer’s, 
in Grays, and Seevic, in Benfleet - 
scored even higher. 

Palmer’s secured a 97 per cent overall 
pass rate and 100 per cent in 20 of its 
subjects. The college said 32 per cent of 
its passes were with A*, A or B grades. 

Headteacher Mark Vinall said: “This 
is an excellent set of results and I con¬ 
gratulate our wonderful students and 
staff on their outstanding achieve¬ 
ments.” 

Seevic fared even better, securing a 
99 per cent overall pass rate and 100 per 
cent in 33 subjects. 

Principal Dan Pearson said: “These 
excellent results show the outstanding 
progress our students have made. It is 
testament to their dedication and the high 
level of commitment from our staff.”

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Flood drill at 
Shoeburyness 


SOLDIERS were deployed to 
Shoeburyness to practice how 
they would work alongside 
civil authorities to ward off the 
threat of coastal flooding. 

The 1st Battalion The Royal 
Anglian Regiment (1 R 
ANGLIAN) was alerted in the 
early hours on Wednesday 
August 17 to a fictional tidal 
surge threatening to flood parts 
of East Anglia, with civil 
authorities requesting assis¬ 
tance to bolster sea defences. 

The unit checked and loaded 
equipment and set off from its 
barracks in Woolwich. 

On arrival in Shoeburyness, 
the soldiers worked with staff 
from Southend Council and the 
Environment Agency to prac¬ 
tice putting up a 200-metre 
demountable flood barrier in 
Gunner’s Park. 

Captain Adam Peters, com¬ 
manding officer of A (Norfolk) 
Company 1 R ANGLIAN, 
said; “We were ordered to 
deploy with a minimum of 
warning to carry out a task that 
was totally new to us. 

“It has been a great team 
effort and good practice in case 
our support is ever needed in 
the future.”

Any authorised taxi ser- 
viee will display a plate on the rear of the vehi- 
ele and a lieenee eontaining a photograph of the 
driver inside the vehiele. If either of these are 
not on display then play it safe and don’t get in.”

NATIONAL charity RSPB has said it objected to 

plans for a new deep water jetty on Canvey due 

to Oikos’ failure to assess its impact on globally 

and internationally important numbers of wading 

birds. 

Castle Point Council approved the plans earlier 
this month, which include the demolition and 
replacement of 12 storage tanks. The jetty will 
accommodate vessels up to and including 
120,000 deadweight tonnage tankers. 

An RSPB spokesman said the site is between 
internationally important and protected sites - 
the Thames Estuary and Marshes Special 
Protection Area (SPA), Southend and Benfleet 
SPA and Holehaven Creek Site of Special 
Scientific Interest. 

He added that they had been allocated primari¬ 
ly because they are home to globally significant 
numbers of wintering black-tailed godwits, 
around nine per cent of the world’s population of 
Icelandic race of the species roost in Holehaven 
Creek. 

The sites also support important numbers of 
other winter waders who feed on mudflats in the 


estuary where the jetty would be located. 

The RSPB said a survey of birds that use the 
mudflats should have been carried out to assess 
the importance of the mudflats and the potential 
impact of the development. 

Conservation officer Mark Nowers said: “The 
RSPB always looks to ensure that any large 
developments close to important wildlife sites 
are subject to assessment of their potential 
impact on the species and habitats of these valu¬ 
able places. 

“Holehaven Creek is an incredibly important 
site for black-tailed godwits. The lack of devel¬ 
opment in the creek and its relatively undisturbed 
nature makes it a magnet for thousands of birds. 

“The RSPB will always challenge councils to 
make the best decisions so that our most impor¬ 
tant wildlife sites are conserved and enhanced.” 

An Oikos spokesman said: “As part of the plan¬ 
ning application Oikos conducted full environ¬ 
mental assessments based on the maximum 
number of birds that could potentially use the 
Special Protection Areas. The timing of con¬ 
struction activity was planned according to that 
information. This approach was accepted by 
Natural England who are one of the statutory 
consultees on environmental issues.”

Schools in sex 
stats shocker 

Claims made against children aged four, five and six

CHILDREN as young as four 
have been investigated by 
police for alleged sexual 
offences in Essex schools. 

The revelation came as Essex 
Police published details of all 
alleged rapes and sexual 
assaults in the county’s schools 
since 2011/12. 

The force released the data 
after a charity took legal action 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

Records showed 133 alleged 
offences were reported, but in 
60 percent of cases police were 
ultimately unable to detect any 
offence. 

Charges were only brought in 
five cases and cautions were 
recorded in two others, while 
four resulted in a summons or 
postal requisition. 

The data revealed two allega¬ 
tions were made against four- 
year-olds in 2014/15, one 
against a five-year-old and 
three against a six-year-old. 

In total, 27 allegations have 
been made against primary 
school-aged children in the last 
four years. Figures showed 69 


allegations were made in pri¬ 
mary schools, compared to 64 
in secondary schools. The data 
also revealed that allegations 
were more than three times 
more likely to be made against 
a student than a teacher. 

One allegation was recorded 
against an “entertainer” and the 
oldest alleged perpetrator 75. 

Between 2011/12 and 
2014/15, the number of allega¬ 
tions in Essex schools more 
than tripled from 18 to 60, but 
in 29 of the 2014/15 cases 
police could not detect any 
offence. 

Details of the cases were 
released following a demand by 
children’s charity Plan 

International. 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said; “In all sexual offence 
cases involving adult perpetra¬ 
tors we will always seek to 
charge and convict. 

“In line with guidance from 
the National Police Chiefs’ 
Council, we do not want young 
people and children to be crim¬ 
inalised unnecessarily. 

“We deal with each young 
person in the most appropriate 
way depending on their circum¬ 
stances and each case is

assessed individually. 

“If, for example, a child has 
been involved in ‘sexting’ at 
school then it may be more 
appropriate for their behaviour 
to be dealt with in an alternative 
way, for example, educating 
them and their parents, and/or 
intervention from social care or 
the youth offending team, to 
prevent that behaviour from 
continuing.

Advantages 
of solar 
street lights 

THE topic of Essex County 
Council (ECC) switching off 
street lighting between 
midnight and 5 am on Sundays 
and lam and 5am the rest of 
the week is not going away. 

There are constant calls in 
areas like Basildon and 
Canvey, where crime figures 
are higher and in other areas 
for various safety issues, to 
keep them on all night. 

Most councils like Southend 
are changing to cheap-to-run 
LED lights, whereas ECC 
spent a lot of money installing 
timer control panels that will 
probably never pay for them¬ 
selves. 

I now believe this issue will 
eventually disappear, as solar 
street lighting will eliminate it. 

I first noticed a number of 
them this year in the USA and 
if you Google “solar street 
lighting” you will find there 
are plenty of manufacturers 
making them. 

The advantages are great as 
there are no wiring costs, no 
digging up the road to lay 
cables and no electricity costs 
to run them, just the possible 
replacement of the long life 
lamps and rechargeable batter¬ 
ies. 

The modern solar cells are 
powerful enough to keep the 
low power LED lamps on all 
night, even in the winter. 

Changing to solar would not 
only save ECC a few hours of 
electric during the night but 


the rest of the night-time hour 
as well. I have no idea what 
ECC is doing about this issue 
at the moment but it should 
now at least be running solar 
street lighting trials.

Help shed 
more light 
on cottage 

BASILDON Council intends 
putting Elizabeth Cottage in 
Billericay up for auction in the 
near future, although nothing 
has been put in place as such. 

Through my research and 
many hours freezing to death 
in the Chelmsford records 
building (you must wear a fur 
coat if you go there) the cot¬ 
tage is shown on records going 
back to 1659, and applied for 


a yearly lease paid in 1704. 

The Quakers used the build¬ 
ing as a meeting house and 
burial ground. 

The property is described as 
freehold with an outhouse, the 
cottage was said to belong to 
John Cole and had been occu¬ 
pied by a widow prior to it 
having been recently demol¬ 
ished and rebuilt in brick at 
the time the Quakers moved in 
1704. 

They stayed until 1714 and 
moved to another property in 
Great Burstead. 

I can find no record of the 
graves being removed. 

In a book about Billericay’s 
history it was stated that a 
Royal Oak beer house was on 
this site, although I can’t find 
anything as yet to back this 
up. 

I did find an advert in a 
newspaper dated March 3 
1848 putting the cottage up for 
auction. 

It is our hope to try and get 
this cottage grade two listed, 
so if anyone out there can shed 
any light in helping us save 
the cottage I would be very 
grateful to hear from you.

B ased on an article in Rolling 
Stone magazine and a sub¬ 
sequent book, War Dogs 
heavily dramatises the true story 
of two enterprising twentysome- 
things, who became multi-million¬ 
aires as arms dealers to the US 
military. 

Director Todd Phillips, master¬ 
mind of The Hangover films, and 
co-writer Jason Smilovic don’t let 
the truth get in the way of spinning 
an entertaining yarn. 

They embellish the jaw- 
dropping rags-to-riches 
narrative with a hare- 
brained chase through the . ^ 
notorious Triangle of , _ 

Death to the south of 
Baghdad, and some wlfc 
fizzing one-liners, 
which are used as " 

chapter headings to 
bookmark each^**^' 
stage of the journey. 

Miles Teller and Jonah ^ 

Hill, who garnered 
numerous awards for 
their eye-catching work 
in Whiplash and The 
Wolf of Wall Street 
respectively, are an 
incendiary double-act. 

They clamber over vari¬ 
ous obstacles thrown in 
their characters’ paths 
and brazenly wisecrack 
in the face of death. 

Phillips’ film opens with TV news 
footage from the war in Iraq in 2008. 

“I see 17,000 dollars,” explains 
massage therapist David Packouz 
(Teller). “That’s what it costs to 
outfit an American soldier.” 

Narrating his own extraordinary 
story, David introduces us to his 
wife Iz (Ana de Armas), with whom

His get-rich-quick scheme

At this low ebb, David meets his 
friend Efraim Diveroli (Hill), who 
has discovered a website which 
lists contracts that the US military 
needs to be fulfilled. 

“When life kicked me, I stayed 
down. But Efraim? He kicked 


back,” 
^ gushes David, who 
agrees to become 
• a partner in this 
shadowy yet highly 
lucrative business. 

The buddies tender for a mas¬ 
sive munitions contract with the 
help of infamous dealer Henry 
Girard (Bradley Cooper) and 
underbid by 53 million dollars. 

David travels to Albania to fulfil 
the contract, aided by his driver 
Bashkim (JB Blanc), who knows 
which palms to grease. 

When David questions the 


morality of the 
business, 
which he keeps 
secret from Iz, 

Efraim imme¬ 
diately hits 
back. 

“This isn’t about being pro-war,” 
he counsels David. “It’s about 
being pro-money.” 

Bolstered by strong perfor¬ 
mances from the two leads. War 
Dogs is an engrossing and fre¬ 
quently uproarious comedy of 
errors.

BMW 2-series joins hybrid charge 



By Edward Stephens 


BMW has always gone to great lengths to 
extol the virtues of rear wheel drive cars, 
rigidly sticking to the sanne fornnula for its 
saloons. 

But the Gernnan luxury car maker also 
prides itself on automotive advancement 
so with the launch of its new 2-Series 
Active Tourer petrol/electric hybrid the time 
was right to do something different. 

This generously proportioned, spacious 
family car is powered by a 1.5-litre, 

134bhp, three cylinder petrol engine dri¬ 
ving the front wheels and an 88bhp electric 
motor driving the rear ones. 

It means that at times the car is driven by 
the engine, at times by the electric motor 
and often by a combination of the two giv¬ 
ing it all the benefits of four-wheel-drive. 

BMW claims the car is capable of up to 
141 miles per gallon, while at the same 
time keeping C02 levels down to just 
46g/km, a hefty bonus to company car dri¬ 
vers as well as avoiding road tax. 

As a multi-purpose vehicle this car was 
never going to be as sleek as most BMWs 
but the high stance and slightly domed 
roof do give a particularly spacious feel to 
the interior even when there are five people 
travelling. 

In contrast the rally-style front seats in 
black with contrasting red saddle stitching. 


a leather-look dashboard with the same 
stitching and piano black inserts on the 
dashboard and doors give the inside a dis¬ 
tinctly sporting appearance. 

And while it is an MPV it’s one with atti¬ 
tude, accelerating to 62 miles per hour in 
6.7 seconds. 

In practice it feels even quicker, particu¬ 
larly if you have selected sports mode and 
initial take-off is particularly quick, making 
it ideal at busy roundabouts and junctions. 

The 225ex is also a very easy car to 
drive, highly manoeuvrable and with pin 
sharp steering. 


It features a six-speed automatic gearbox 
which you can use in normal drive mode, 
in sport or manually. 

To get the full benefits you need to be 
able to plug in and re-charge the car regu¬ 
larly but the engine and braking does gen¬ 
erate some battery power so you are 
unlikely to ever be without total battery 
back up. 

Like all similar hybrids the switch from 
battery to petrol power is seamless and 
only really obvious when the rev counter 
bursts into life or if you are in a particularly 
quiet area and you hear the engine cut in. 


This is a car which is very well equipped 
and easy to live with thanks to features 
such as a head up display, powered tail¬ 
gate and electric heated front seats with 
memory settings. 

Unlike on some hybrids there is a sensi¬ 
ble sized boot as BMW has managed to fit 
the lithium-ion battery under the rear seat 
rather than under the luggage area so you 
get 400 litres of space with the rear seat- 
backs in place. 

There is no doubt that the Sport Active 
Tourer 225ex is a far more rewarding car to 
drive than I expected, but the only real 
problem is the price. 

If you want to help keep the environment 
clean I’m afraid you have to pay a premi¬ 
um compared to petrol and diesel alterna¬ 
tives.
